JACKSON, Amador County, 


Calif., Oct. 10—The International 
Labor Defense scored a_ partial 
victory in the fight against the 


frame-up of James F. Workman, 
militant gold mine striker recently 
convicted for “possession of con 
cealed weapons.” Workman's at- 
torney, George Andersen (I.L.D.) 
and George -Olshausen (retained 
by the A..F. of L..) argued before 
Judge Roy Maxey here on Oct. 
7 for a new trial because of the 
bias,and prejudice shown by the 
jurors who convicted him. 

Judge Maxey denied the new 
trial, but reduced the felony charge 
to a misdemeanor and sentenced 
Workman to one year in the coun- 
ty jail, allowing the four mon}hs 
already spent there by Workman 
as time served. This was im strik- 
ing contrast to the seftence of 


same charges—but whose defense 
was ‘left in the hands of the A. 
FF. ior ‘Ts 

Workman's. attorneys imme- 
diately filed notice of appeal; Judge 
Maxey set his bait at $2000, which 
had previously been placed by the 
I.L.D. and he is still out. Canales 
is at present out on $1000 bail, 
furnished by the IL.D., pending 
his appeal. 

Just before Judge Maxey pro- 
nounced ZSentence a batch of be- 
tween 50 and 75 telegrams, pro- 
testing Workman’s frame-up, were 
handed him.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 10.— 
The strike of 700 Auto Mechanics 
and 400 Painters in the garages 
and car dealers’ shops in San 
Francisco is practically unchanged, 
with the men still solid and no 
scabs working. 

Auto Mechanics’ Local No. 1305, 
which leading the strike, re- 
ports that at least 75. per cent of 
the mechanics of San Francisco 
are organized,-250 of them having 
joined the union since the walk- 
out occurred. So far the Used 
Car Dealers’ Association has not 
met with the Union as expected 
to begin negotiations on an agree- 
ment. However, 400 of the small- 
er individual used car dealers have 
signed an ‘agreement with the un- 
ion.

LOS ANGELES—A small item 
appeared in the daily press a few 
stating that the Los. 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
was to start a campaign to raise 
volunteer funds ue build a monu- 
ment to that “great engineer’ 
Wm. Mulholland. 

Now this Bill Mulholland is not 
a great engineer, he is no engineer: 
at all. A very ordinary type of! 
straw boss, he became the pet 
and pal of the powerful Harry 
Chandler, editor of the violent, 
labor-baiting Los Angeles Times. 

One of Mulholland’s works, the 
San Francis dam, broke in the 
middle of the night, in the second 
greatest flood disaster in the Unit- 
ed States, 600 people lost. their 
lives. The Chamber of Commerce 
is not going to build a monument 
for them. This great disaster 
seems have been forgotten— 
only 600 unimportant farmers and 
workers passed out. 

Although caretakers urgeatly 
requested this so-called engineer 
to come and inspect the rotten, 
leaking dam and release the water, 
this paragon was only brought 
half to the dam _ before: he 
turned and went back.

The only 
difference will be that the pur- 
chaser of the war materials will 
be required to arrange Kis own 
transportation of shipments.
